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On time and under budget 


A MAJOR project to revitalise Bridport Town Hall is 
due to finish next month. 

The mammoth 12-month project is set to be completed 
on time and under budget despite a number of setbacks 
and unforeseen problems. 

The success of the £1.2 million restoration scheme has 
been described as “exceptional” by the project leaders. 

The Grade Two listed building is due to be ready for its 
first visitors by the end of January 2012, a year after 
work first began. 

The Tourist Information Centre (TIC) is also due to 
open in the Town Hall that month. Public bookings of 
the Town Hall and the new exhibition space are being 
taken for March 2012 onwards. 

The Bridport Town Council project has been supported 
by the Heritage Lottery Fund, West Dorset District 
Council and Dorset County Council. 

Crystal Johnson, Activities Coordinator of the Town 
Hall project, said the scheme’s success was quite ex¬ 
ceptional for a lottery funded project. 

She said: “It’s a fantastic achievement considering 
there’s been an enormous amount of structural work that 
we didn’t know we would have to do. 

“I think it’s due to come in under budget but also, if 
we’d not found the other additional work, it would have 
been considerably under budget. 

“We were very careful when we put in the original 
plans because we knew that working with this type of 
historic building there is always some unforeseeable 
cost, so we built in some contingency plans.” 

The Town Hall has a new lift providing access to the 
first floor, and the ground floor will accommodate the 
TIC and a new community exhibition space.

Unforeseen work included the northern roof truss sag¬ 
ging under the weight of the clock tower which required 
specially constructed scaffolding to avoid additional 
pressure being placed on the main roof. 

The cupola has also been repaired and repainted, slates 
have been replaced and there has been a considerable 
amount of lead work, both on the clock tower and the 
roof. 

Repairs have been made to the flag-pole, clock face 
and weather vane, which has also been re-gilded. 

The Mayor, Councillor David Rickard, said it was 
now a case of putting the finishing touches to the hall 
before it opened. 

He said: “Things are going pretty well considering the 
delays. We are now just putting the finishing touches 
on.”

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IT'LL definitely be a case of "in at the deep end" 
for Steve Spear this Christmas when he takes on 
a challenge that will chill most people to the bone 
just thinking about it. 

He will be doing not one but all three of the 
West Dorset sea swims that take place over the 
festive season. 

Steve and friends hope to raise money for two 
organisations that are crucial in keeping people 
safe at sea; the RNLI, and National Coastwatch - 
Lyme Bay. 

Steve is no stranger to "Spear-heading" new 
ideas. Since moving to Bridport 17 years ago, he 
has been involved in a number of local cam¬ 
paigns and organisations. These have included 
the NOWTS campaign about the waste transfer 
station and the successful campaign to stop the 
closure of Bradpole Post Office. He is vice-chair¬ 
man of Bradpole Parish Council and he is also 
chairman of the Bradpole Village Hall committee. 

Steve earns his living as a woodworker and lives 
in Bradpole with son Ned. 


■ WHAT made you decide to do all three swims this 
year? 

For the last few years I’ve been down to watch friends 
take part in the various swims that happen in the area 
over Christmas time. The first is at Charmouth on Christ¬ 
mas Day, then there’s one at West Bay on Boxing Day, 
and finally one on New Year’s Day in Lyme Regis. This 
year I thought I’d like to take part instead of just watch¬ 
ing from the beach. A friend who I often swim with sug¬ 
gested that if we were going to do one, then we might as 
well do all three, and in the process try and raise some 
money for charity. So I just took it on from there. 

■ WHY did you choose these particular charities? 

Well, obviously they are associated with the sea and nau¬ 
tical activities. The RNLI is one of the oldest and biggest 
charities in the country and although they could be said 
to be one of the most successful and well supported char¬ 
ities, they still need our support, even in small ways like 
this. NCI on the other hand is a lot less well known but 
they are particularly important here in Lyme Bay. The 
local Coastwatch Station at Burton Bradstock keeps a 
day in day out visual watch and can potentially spot in¬ 
cidents that radar and other surveillance equipment could 
miss, especially small things like swimmers and kayak¬ 
ers. 

■ HOW have you prepared yourself for the swims 



- do you take cold showers at home? 

Not cold showers, no. I’ve been building up to this all 
year, the most obvious thing is that I’ve had to go swim¬ 
ming in the sea as often as possible to acclimatise to the 
conditions. I don’t wear a wet suit - that would be cheat¬ 
ing - and I usually stay in the water for at least 25 min¬ 
utes. At this time of year the sea is cool but not terribly 
so at about 12 degrees but once you’re used to it, it 
doesn’t feel so bad, though it will be a bit colder by 
Christmas time. 


■ WHAT kind of support do you need in order to 
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complete your challenge? 

We need practical support in the way of people to help us 
particularly after the swims. It’s important that we have 
people around to help us once we’re out of the water - 
getting dressed and undressed. And the helpers need to 
have hot water bottles, hot drinks and loads of blankets 
and towels for us. If the water is very cold there’s always 
the risk of hypothermia but the events are likely to be can¬ 
celled if water temperatures get too low. 


■ APART from sea swimming, what else do you get 
up to in and around Bridport? 

I enjoy Bridport for all sorts of reasons. Being so close 
to the sea and countryside is a must for me, getting down 
to the beach first thing in the morning and swimming 
with my dog, walking and cycling in the fabulous Dorset 
countryside. Bridport itself is a great town with lots of 
wonderful people; the social and cultural scene is lively 
and friendly and it’s such an arty, bohemian town, it suits 
me down to the ground. I especially enjoy the hat festival 
which is such a success, I hope it keeps going. 

■ IF you were adrift at sea, which three famous peo¬ 
ple would you most like with you in the life raft and 
why? 

How about three Olympic rowers to row us quickly to 
land or anyone with a working mobile phone who can get 
a signal? If you were at sea a long time, you might want 
Ray Mears to rustle up some grub from seaweed and jel¬ 
lyfish or whatever. Then Nigella Lawson to cook it and 
look lovely and someone funny and clever like Alan Carr 
to keep your spirits up and lead the nightly sing-song.

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Fence has affected 
business say traders 


A DECISION to move a 
fence away from shops has 
been made too late say 
traders. 

The controversial fence 
was erected around Brid- 
port Town Hall as renova¬ 
tion work on the building 
began at the start of the 
year. 

But traders said moving 
the 6ft fence back by a few 
feet last Friday, December 
9th had come too late for 
them to claw back trade 
lost throughout the sum¬ 
mer. 

The fence was built to 
separate building contrac¬ 
tors and pedestrians as 
work began on the town’s 
historic hall last January. 

Shopkeepers on Bucky 
Doo Square blamed the 
fence, which jutted onto 
the pavement outside their 
shops and into the square, 
for a fall in trade during the 
summer. 

Shopkeeper Andrew Pe¬ 
ters, co-owner of Get 
Stuffed, said his takings 
were down 25 per cent this 
year. 

Mr Peters said: “The 
council do things to their 
own schedule. It wouldn’t

make any difference to us 
now if the fence stayed 
there until Easter. 

“In the long run it was a 
disaster, we are 25 per cent 
down for the whole year. 

“Time will tell if it is a 
good things for us, if we 
are back to normal levels 
next year, then we will 
know the fall in trade was 
because of the fence.” 

Maria Longly, co-owner 
of Bella’s food shop on 
Bucky Doo Square, said 
moving the fence would 
not help them now their 
busiest time “has been and 
gone”. 

She said: “Our season 
has passed now until next 
spring so moving the fence 
now won’t make a huge 
amount of difference to us. 

“Throughout the sum¬ 
mer, when it’s extremely 
busy here, it was disrup¬ 
tive because it was noisy 
and we were stuck for 
space.” 

Work to bring the 200- 
year-old Grade I listed 
building back to its former 
is set to take a yeart to 
complete.

The Mayor, Councillor 
David Rickard said they 
had tried to minimise the 
impact on businesses as 
mush as possible. 


He said: “We have pulled 
back the fence but obvi¬ 
ously there still needs to be 
a compound for workers, 
but we are minimising the 
area as much as possible all 
the time. 

“We have done every¬ 
thing we can to minimise 



the impact but obviously 
it’s a year-long project and 
you cannot have some¬ 
thing like that without 
having an impact. 

“The size of the com¬ 
pound is a fraction of what 
most companies would de¬ 
mand so workers have had 
to accept the cramped 
space.” 

The £1.4million Town 
Hall Heritage and Conser¬ 
vation Project scheme was 
made possible through a 
£600,000 handout from 
the Heritage Lottery Fund 
(HLF). 

Bridport Town Council 
has given £400,000, and 
West Dorset District 
Council and Dorset 
County Council have also 
supported the project. 

Work is set to finish on 
the Town Hall early in the 
new year.

Getting a little eggs-stra! 


A COUPLE in Bridport got a little egg- 
stra from their chickens this week. 
Anne and Dave Rickard were shocked 
to find one of their hens had started 
laying enormous eggs - only to crack 
them open and find another complete 
normal sized egg inside. 

The rare feat by their young Cuckoo 
Maran bird, which came into lay this 
summer, happened twice within just a 
few days, the last on December 11 th . 
The eggs measured 25 centimetres in 
length, were 20cm wide and weighed 
187gms (6.5 + oz) said Mrs Rickard. 
Mrs Rickard, the wife of town council¬ 


lor David, said they had never seen 
anything like it before. 

She said: "In our 20 years of experience 
in keeping chickens we have seen 
some quirky and mis-shapen eggs 
from time to time, but we have never 
come across this phenomenon be¬ 
fore. She clearly wants to be different 
from her companions. 

She added: "Having done a little re¬ 
search on the internet this is not un¬ 
heard of, but it is rare, especially for the 
hen to lay two such eggs within days 
of each other." 

"We wonder if there will be more."

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View from Westminster 


D uring the boom 

years, it seemed 
most people had lit¬ 
tle interest in the Autumn 
Statement, and who could 
blame them? 

The statement was gener¬ 
ally used just to confirm 
how rosy things apparently 
were. 

For many years, as I dis¬ 
covered myself when I was 
Shadow Chancellor, neither 
the media nor anyone else 
paid any attention to the 
fact that luxuriant expendi¬ 
tures were flimsily sup¬ 
ported by a debt bubble. 

However, as we all know, 
the bubble eventually burst 
and the boom was suc¬ 
ceeded by a monumental 
bust. People, for obvious 
reasons, now pay much 
more attention to the actual 
figures in the Autumn 
Statement (which are now 
also independently pro¬ 
duced by the Office for 
Budget Responsibility so 
that - pleasant or otherwise 
- they are at least meaning¬ 
ful). 

This autumn, the Office 
for Budget Responsibility 
revised down the UK’s 
growth figures and noted 
that the busts faced by 
euro-zone countries and in¬ 
creases in international 
commodity figures are 
denting our growth 
prospects. 

Given this background 


the Chancellor’s argument 
was simple: low interest 
rates are crucial if there is 
to be any hope of renewed 
growth any time soon; our 
interest rates will remain 
low only if we continue to 
be able to finance our na¬ 
tional debt at low interest; 
and this means persuading 
the international financial 
markets that we will do 
whatever it takes to get on 
top of our deficit. 

But, despite this tough 
message - and the tough 
measures the Chancellor 
took to make a reality of his 
determination to reduce the 
deficit - he was keen to 
avoid any immediate fur¬ 
ther reduction in the 
amount of money going 
into the economy. So he 
used money made available 
from long term reductions 
in recurrent spending to fi-

nance capital investments 
this year and next. 

Hence the investment in 
key infrastructure such as 
roads, along with measures 
to boost new housing so 
that the there are more con¬ 


struction jobs and more 
houses available for young 
people. 

Other announcements 
were aimed towards help¬ 
ing businesses which, in 
turn, will help those looking 
for work, and there was the 
‘youth contract’ aimed 
specifically at tackling 
youth unemployment. 

All in all, the Autumn 
Statement contained not 
only a sobering, independ¬ 
ent projection but also a de¬ 
termined attempt to protect 
Britain from the debt storm, 
as well as a wide-ranging 
effort to boost jobs and 
growth at a time when both 
are under threat from global 
events that we cannot con¬ 
trol. 

No wonder it has sparked 
more discussion than its 
predecessors.

'A lovely man and always chirpy' 


A MAN who harnessed the talents of a group of 
young West Dorset golfers by forming the jun¬ 
ior section of the Bridport & West Dorset Golf 
Club has died at the age of 82. 

John Parish, who was the professional at the club for 
21 years, died peacefully at home on Tuesday, Decem¬ 
ber 6th. 

Born and raised in Barnstaple, on leaving school he 
joined the railway and became a fireman on the Barn¬ 
staple to London route. During stints shovelling coal 
on the steam engines, he had time to admire the coun¬ 
tryside and became fascinated by the wonderful golf 
courses they passed. 

Drawn by this, he joined Ferndown Golf Club as an 
apprentice greenkeeper where Percy Allis s was the 
professional. He learned to play golf in his spare time 
playing with artisans as well as Percy’s son, profes¬ 
sional golfer and commentator Peter. 

Having qualified he took the job of professional and 
greenkeeper at Landsdown GC near Bath where he 
met his future wife Barbara Noad. They married in the 
late 1950’s and in 1959 their daughter Alison was 
born, followed by son Adrian two years later. 

Soon after he moved to Sherborne GC where he 
stayed for ten years before deciding to move to 
Sheffield. However they found it so cold they only 
stayed a year before relocating to Bridport in 1973 
where John would tend the greens in the morning be¬ 
fore teaching in the afternoon, whilst Barbara ran the 
shop. 

Son Adrian, having been encouraged and taught by 
his father, had by now become a talented golfer along 
with many of his friends and so John set up a junior 
section which included Simon Bishop, Mark Hix, 
Jonathan Warring, Richard Attinger and Simon Lee, 
all of whom, except Mark, through John’s tutorage be¬ 
came professionals. 

John remained the club professional until he retired 
in 1994, handing over to current incumbent Dave Par¬ 
sons who said: “John was a great help to me when I 
came and made the transition very easy. He was a

A special 
handlebar rest was attached to 
accommodate what less deter¬ 
mined folk might consider to be a 
good reason to shy away from the 
challenge: Miranda was born with 


her left forearm missing and had 
not ridden a bike since she was 
13. But after some training at the 
hand of keen triathlete Richard, 
she was soon up to speed. 

Presenting the certificates, Ros 
Fry of Cancer Research UK de¬ 
scribed the feat as "exceptional" 
and hailed sums of money such as 
this as making a huge difference 
to the charity. As the organisa¬ 
tion's Dorset Volunteer Manager 
she is always on the look-out for 
people to help. That could be by 
joining one of the 30 groups who 
regularly raise money, or it could 
be by doing something more like 
Richard and Miranda's challenge, 
described by the cyclists them¬ 
selves as "one hell of an adven¬ 
ture".

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Bridport St John 
celebrates 75 
years of service

BRIDPORT’S St John Ambulance Service celebrated 75 
years serving the public this week when a commemora¬ 
tive certificate was presented to Superintendent Tony Nott 
of the Bridport Quadrilateral Division at their hall on Rax 
Lane. 

Sergeant Caroline Rendell, who handed over the framed 
memento, recounted how the Bridport Ambulance Divi¬ 
sion, a forerunner of the service, was founded in 1936, 
before being amalgamated with the Bridport Nursing di¬ 
vision in 1941. Since then the service has grown to incor¬ 
porate a cadet division, such that it now has 20 full 
members plus 18 young cadets. 

Mr Nott, who has notched up 30 years in the service, 
described how important the resource is to the local area 
with around 100 casualties a year helped at the scene by 
the Bridport division alone. Over the years he has seen 
their duties grow to become more integrated with the am¬ 
bulance service, helping to transport increasing numbers 
of NHS patients - on average one a day. There is also an¬ 
other, more familiar sign of modern life: more paperwork. 

Mr Nott and his team are active all year round, but are 
most occupied in the summer months when they are 
needed at large events such as the Dorset Show and the 
Great Dorset Steam Fair, as well as point-to-point fix¬ 
tures, sporting events and fetes. 

And with so many cadets coming through the ranks, this 
vital charity looks likely to continue its good work. A year 
ago, cadet numbers dwindled, but they are on the rise 
again, with Staff Officer and Advanced Ambulance Tech¬ 
nician Phil Lathey explaining its popularity “It’s fun, they 
learn teamwork, and gain a good knowledge of first aid”. 

Which, for someone in the Bridport area, could one day 
mean the difference between life and death.

WELL, don’t believe 
what you’ve seen in Alice 
in Wonderland - the dor¬ 
mouse is really a very 
small animal and up to 20 
would fit into a large 
teapot! 

This was just one of the 
fascinating facts revealed 
to Bridport and District 
U3A members at their 
November meeting, 
where Dr Sue Eden 
shared some of her find¬ 
ings from over 20 years 
of research into the natu¬ 
ral history of dormice in 
the Dorset area. Dor¬ 
mouse nests have been 
found in West Bay, 
Chideock, West Bexing- 
ton and amongst black¬ 
thorn hedges along the 
Chesil Bank path. 

Dr Eden challenged some 
of the findings of the ‘ex¬ 
perts’ as her many years 
of observing these de¬ 
lightful little creatures 
have led her to different 
conclusions about their 
prevalence and lifestyles. 
Discussion with the audi¬ 
ence revealed that several 
people had seen evidence

of dormice in their gar¬ 
dens and one member 
brought two nests to the 
meeting. 

However, don’t expect to 
see them unless you are 
prepared to adopt their 
nocturnal lifestyle and 
you have a very keen eye. 
They are quite tiny and 
are very difficult to see 
except from the leftovers 


of their midnight feasts. 
In spite of their protected 
status and the popular 
idea that they are on the 
decline, Dr Eden was op¬ 
timistic about the survival 
of this animal in Dorset 
and in areas of the rest of 
the country.

You could be over the legal limit many hours after 
your last drink, even if it's the 'morning after'. Sleep, 
coffee and cold showers don't help to sober you up. 

There is no excuse for drink driving 

"I can handle my drink." 

Alcohol affects everybody's driving for the worse. It 
creates a feeling of overconfidence, makes judging 
distance and speed more difficult and slows your 
reactions so it takes longer to stop. 

"I'm only going down the road."

Options include agreeing on a designated driver, 
saving a taxi number to your phone, or finding out 
about public transport routes and times before you 
go out.

8 ,620road accidents in 2008 happened when a driver was over the legal limit for alcohol. 2,020 people were killed or seriously in¬ 
jured as a result. While these figures are high, accidents involving drink driving have decreased hugely over the last 30 years. 
Deaths and serious injuries related to drink driving have fallen over three-quarters since 1980. 

What's the law on drink driving? 

In the UK, the alcohol limit for drivers is 80mg of alcohol per 100ml of blood, 35mg per 100ml of breath or 107mg per 100ml of urine. 
In most other European countries, the limit is less, usually 50mg per 100ml of blood. 

How much can I drink and stay under the limit? 

There is no foolproof way of drinking and staying under the limit. The amount of alcohol you would need to drink to be considered 
drink driving varies from person to person. It depends on: Your weight. Your gender (men tend to process alcohol faster than women). 
Your metabolism. Your current stress levels. Whether you've eaten recently, Age (younger people tend to process alcohol more slowly 
Even small amounts of alcohol can affect your ability to drive so the only safe advice is to avoid any alcohol if you are driving. 

How alcohol affects driving 

Many of the functions that we depend on to drive safely are affected when we drink alcohol: the brain takes longer to recieve mes¬ 
sages from the eye; processing information becomes more difficult; and instructions to the body's muscles are delayed resulting in 
slower reaction times. 

Blurred and double vision can also occur, which means the ability to see things correctly whilst driving is reduced. People are also 
more likely to take potentially dangerous riskes behind the wheel if they've been drinking alcohol. 

How would I be tested for drink driving? 

Even small amounts of alcohol affect your ability to drive and the only safe advice is to avoid any alcohol if you are driving 
If the police want to investigate whether you are over the drink driving limit, they will carry out a screening breath test at the roadside 
using a breath screening instrument, sometimes referred to as a breathalyser. 

If you fail this test, or if they have other grounds for believing you were driving impaired through drink, you will be arrested and 
taken to a police station. 

At the station you will be required to provide two breath specimens into an evidential breath testing instrument. The lower of the 
two readings will be used to decide whether you are above the drink driving limit. 

If the evidential breath sample is up to 40% over the limit you have the right to replace your evidential breath specimen with blood 
or urine. The police officer will decide which it will be. If your evidential samples show that you are over the limit, you will be charged. 

The police can carry out a breathalyser test if you have committed a moving traffic offence, or been involved in an accident, or have 
given the police grounds to believe you are over the limit. 

The police are allowed to stop any vehicle at their discretion, and will often set up drink driving check points over periods such as 
Christmas and New Years Eve. 

What's the punishment if I get caught drink driving? 

Anyone caught drink driving will be banned from the road for at least 12 months, and fined up to £5,000. You can also be sent to 
prison for up to six months. Imprisonment, the period of disqualification and size of fine depend on the seriousness of the offence. 

If you're caught drink driving more than once in a 10 year period, you'll be banned for at least three years. 

How to ensure you don't drink and drive 

Arrange within your group of friends who's going to be the designated driver. A designated driver is the person who abstains from 
alcohol on a night out so they can drive the rest of their group of friends home safely. 

If you live somewhere with good public transport links - take advantage of them. If you're planning on staying out beyond the last 
train or bus, make sure you've got a couple of taxi numbers. 

If you have no option but to drive, stick to zero alcohol beers, mocktails or standard soft drinks. 

Not every night out has to involve a bar or pub - book a table at a restaurant or try one of our alcohol-free nights on the town ideas.

An' we dined 'andsome, so we did, off biscuits an'salt 'orse,

I've 'ad my Christmas 'ere an' there, I've 'ad it up an' down, 

I've 'ad it sober on the seas an' drunk in sailor-town,

In Perim, Portland, Pernambuck, Malacca, Malabar, 

Where the rum bird-'eaded totem poles and the gilded Buddhas are.

SIXTY-TWO per cent of young male novice drivers 
think they are more skilful than the average driver, 
according to the lAM's latest report, The fast and 
the curious: young people's attitudes to driver 
training. Only 32 per cent of young women say the 
same. 

Young, novice drivers are the highest risk group 
on our roads, and male drivers between 17-29 are 
more than twice as likely to be killed or seriously 
injured as young female drivers*.Thirty per cent of 
car occupant fatalities are drivers aged 17-24, or 
passengers of a driver aged 17-24, yet this age 
group makes up only eight per cent of all driving 
licence holders. 

The report also highlights the fact that young 
drivers are much more likely to take post-test train¬ 
ing if there are proper financial incentives - re¬ 
duced insurance premiums would encourage 


three-quarters of young novice drivers to consider 
further training. 

1AM chief executive Simon Best, speaking at the 
lAM's annual lunch today, said:"Young male drivers 
suffer from a lethal combination of overconfidence 
and inexperience. They don't need curfews and 
other restrictions on their driving; they need to 
practice and gain driving experience safely. 

"There are many paying thousands of pounds a 
year in insurance and killing themselves.The solu¬ 
tion to this problem is to link driver training and in¬ 
surance discounts." 

But this training needs to be done early. Fewer 
miles driven since passing the practical driving test 
and fewer attempts to pass the practical driving 
test (more likely to be a first time passer) make 
drivers more likely to be positive about further 
training.

Don't give winter tyres 
the cold shoulder! 


AS TEMPERATURES 

plummet across the 
whole of the UK, Tyre- 
Safe is urging motorists 
to 'warm' to winter 
weather tyres to stay 
safe on the roads. 

Following one of the 
warmest autumns on 
record, winter has now 
arrived and with it air 
temperatures, which are 
crucial to how a tyre 
performs, have plunged. 
When temperatures 
drop below seven de¬ 
grees Celsius the tread 
compound in 'normal' 
summer tyres begins to 
harden, changing their 
performance and reduc¬ 
ing road safety. 

However, with a higher 
content of natural rub¬ 
ber in their tread com¬ 
pound and advanced 
silica compounds, win¬ 
ter tyres function at their 
best in these cold damp 
conditions and are able 
to provide better grip, 
shorter stopping dis¬ 
tances and overall im¬ 


proved safety. 

Indeed, in tests con¬ 
ducted by the British 
Tyre Manufacturers'As¬ 
sociation, a car braking 
at 60mph on a wet road 
at five degrees Celsius 
stopped five metres 
shorter, equivalent to 
more than one car 
length, when fitted with 
winter weather tyres. In 
icy and snowy condi¬ 
tions the differences 
were even more dra¬ 
matic. At 30mph on 
snowy roads the differ¬ 
ence increased to eight 
metres and on icy roads 
at just 20mph, the dif¬ 
ference increased to 
nine metres. 

Data from the Met Of¬ 
fice* further supports 
the argument for driv¬ 
ers switching to winter 
tyres. Its latest average 
climate figures for the 
UK show that for three 
months of the year, the 
maximum temperature 
is below seven degrees 
Celsius and for eight 


months of the year, the 
minimum temperature 
is also below this key 
threshold. 

While snow and ice 
present an obvious 
hazard to drivers in 
terms of steering, accel¬ 
eration and braking, 
there is also a hidden 
danger that can dra¬ 
matically affect the per¬ 
formance of tyres. 

"We all remember the 
particularly harsh win¬ 
ters we've had in last 
two years, but it's not 
just these extreme win¬ 
try conditions that 
present dangers for 
drivers. Cold, damp 
roads can be just as 
hazardous and should 
be treated with the up- 
most respect. Fitting 
winter tyres is the 
safest option as they 
provide extra grip in 
these types of condi¬ 
tions, making driving 
much safer," said Stuart 
Jackson, chairman, 
TyreSafe. 



"Although winter 
tyres can be used all 
year round, they should 
be especially consid¬ 
ered for fitment from 
October through to 
March when they come 
into their own and help 
reduce the risk of an ac¬ 
cident. Normally, the 
temperature barely 
creeps above seven de¬ 
grees during this entire 
period, especially in the 
morning and evening 
rush hours when the 
roads are at their 
busiest," said Stuart 
Jackson, chairman, 
TyreSafe. 

Motorists who decide 
not to fit winter 
weather tyres can still 
carry out tyre checks to 
lessen their chances of 
being in an accident. 
Tread depth should be 
inspected to ensure 
that it easily exceeds 
the legal minimum re¬ 
quirements of 1.6mm 
across the central three 
quarters of the tyre, 
around its entire cir¬ 
cumference. The tyre 
should be checked for 
any cuts, bulges or em¬ 
bedded objects and 
tyre pressures should 
be checked at least 
once a month or before 
a long journey. 

Further information 
about the benefits of 
fitting winter tyres can 
be found by visiting the 
TyreSafe website at 
www.tyresafe.org. In¬ 
cluded on the site is a 
video demonstration 
which clearly shows the 
added safety benefits of 
winter tyres.

Digger denied in 
cross country debacle 


May's day sees Beaminster 
in top spot into New Year 


BOB BUCKLER RACING with Stuart Broom 
DOUBLE Dizzy looked set to win the Glen- 
farclas Cross Country Handicap Chase at 
Cheltenham on Friday as the field prepared 
to turn for home. 

But disaster struck when the leader rid¬ 
den by 7lb claimer Jaqueline Coward 
aboard Wedger Party took the wrong 
course causing a pile-up behind her. 

Fortunately Double Dizzy and jockey An¬ 
drew Glassonbury were not involved and 
although two horses were brought down, 
neither they nor their riders were seriously 
injured. 

The pair had finished third over the same 
course just four weeks earlier behind Uncle 
Junior, and like then, Glassonbury had Dig¬ 
ger (as he is known in the stable) tracking 
the front two, who were outsiders Wedger 
Party and De Danu. 

Almost foot perfect they had seen off 
course specialist Garde Champetre and 
with Uncle Junior and favourite Scotsirish 
looking beaten, it seemed that Buckler's 
horse would succeed. 

"It's very frustrating," said Buckler. "He 
jumped brilliantly and had seen off Garde 
Champetre and seemed to have the better 
of the two favourites. 

Having just passed De Danu and with 
Coward's horse starting to struggle, it 
looked like we were on to a winner. 

"I must say the course isn't well sign¬ 
posted and they could and should camber 


the last bend which is very tight and put 
rails across the far side so it is much more 
obvious, but it was a chance lost and noth¬ 
ing you can do about it. We now have to 
wait for the Cheltenham Festival in March 
for another cross country race." 

In fact the fading Garde Champetre was 
one of the last three at the time of the inci¬ 
dent and had time to negotiate the correct 
course and went on to win the race. 

Glassonbury like others did eventually 
turn his horse around and finished the race 
in sixth. 

New horse Inca Cave who has just joined 
the stable has his first run for Buckler on 
Wednesday (today) at Bangor-on-Dee. 

The six-year-old has had four hurdle races 
under trainer Pat Rodford at the beginning 
of the year and faces his first race over 
fences in the 3 3 A mile Proactive Personnel 
Handicap Chase. 

Wednesday also sees the debut of La 
Modonnina in a bumper race over IV 2 
miles for three-year-old fillies. 

"I expect there will be a few fast fillies that 
were bred for the flat, but it will be a good 
chance for her to race against horses the 
same age as her." 

Ballyegan goes atTowcester on Thursday 
and Buckler expects him to go close. Malin 
Head is expected to run at Ascot on Friday 
looking for his handicap mark and, provid¬ 
ing there is rain, The Sawyer will run at 
Ascot on Saturday.

WITH last winter's weather and the disruption it caused fresh 
in my mind, I decided to take advantage of the compara¬ 
tively mild afternoon and pay a visit to Weymouth to watch 
their league game against Frame 2nd on a day when the sec¬ 
ond and third sides of the local clubs, together with PUD- 
DLETOWN, were without fixtures.

BRIDPORT managerTrevor Senior admit¬ 
ted after his side's 4-0 home defeat to fel¬ 
low smugglers Odd Down that they were 
beaten by a better team on the day. 

"There are no excuses. On the day the 
quality wasn't there and we were beaten 
by a better side."

They kept a very good shape and limited 
us to very few chances." 

The only real chances on goal for the 
Bees came in the first half through an 
overhead kick from sub Roger Cum¬ 
mings that flew wide and a header from 
Joe Charles, but otherwise they didn't 
trouble the visiting keeper.
